is about 80 miles and Seymour's expedi­ 
tion when at Lang Fang had covered 
about 55 miles of this distance.

est expedition left Tien Tsiu on June 24, 
according to the closing words of Ad 
m iral Kempff’s report. 
There have been so many expeditions

The benefits which 
American manufacturers will derive in 
the shape of contracts will be most im­ 
portant. 
The proposal for the awarding 
of the immense contracts for materials, 
etc., have to be first submitted to the 
Russian government as it has guaranteed 
the payment of interest on the bonds of 
the road. 
Mr. Witte, the minister of 
finance, has assured me, however, that 
he will place no obstacle in the way of 
contracts being sent to the United States 
which, in diplomatic language, I take it 
to mean that he might object to the fill­ 
ing of orders in other foreign countries. 
I am therefore safe in stating that pos­ 
sibly everything required outside of Rus­ 
sia will tie purchased in this country. 
“It is hard at the present stage to ar­ 
rive at other than approximate figures 
of what the material and rolling stock 
contracts for the Chinese Eastern rail­ 
way will amount to, but I consider that 
they will reach an aggregate of about 
$40,000,000. 
I may also state that the 
czar’s government is extremely friendly 
to the United States aud it may be 
counted on as a certainty that in many 
commercial undertakings—both railroad j 
and industrial—which Russia is now 
being interested in, preference will be 
given American manufacturers for the 
supply of requisite materials, etc.” 
Besides his railroad enterprise Mr. > 
Botch stein has secured a concession 
from the Russian government for the I 
working of gold regions, situated about 
ICH) railes north of the city of Yladivo- 
Btock in the Primorsk, state of Siberia. 
“Since I have been here,” he said. “ I 
have received two cables informing me I 
of additional rich discoveries of gold. 
Later on A mer! eau capital 
will be 
brought into the scheme and, of course, 
all the machinery will be purchased in 
the United States.’’
